A Mac Arthur spokesm an warned

Charles L. Kades, of Newburgh

volves blood pledges, in which a 
boss drinks the blood of his follow ­ 
er from a wine cup in a ritual 
which hinds the pair together until 
death. 
It involves the* organization of the 
street stall vendors, of whom there 
are 45,04)0 in Tokyo alone, of the 
bootblacks, 
prostitutes, 
gamblers 
construction 
workers, 
fishermen 
and farmers. 
It siphons money extorted from 
these lowly people up Into the po­ 
litical 
parties 
and 
the 
political 
bosses. 
It dc'llvers the* votes of 
these people to the* political parties. 
It provides strong arm men and. 
if necessary, killers, for the political 
boss, who In 
return 
supply 
im­ 
munity from the law, freedom of ac­ 
tion and other official favors 
MacArthur'* 
investigators 
ran 
into the system ut every turn. Bur-1 
gees, such as Ichiro Hatoyauia who ! 
almost became prime* minister, still 
wield enormous political power. 
Government 
officials 
refuse 
to 
take action 
against 
racketeering 
construction contractors although 
the black market prices they charge 
for their 
work 
is wrecking the 
economy of Japan. 
A year ago SCAB investigators 
discovered 24>.04)i> stave* laborers in 
the Hokkaido coal mines, and now 
they suspect that the slave labor 
system has been reinstated. 
In scores of local elections the 
voters were forced to cast ballots 
in contests in which there was hut 
a single candidate. 
The* "hidden government" is bas­ 


ed on the Japanese family system 
in whic h the child ow es complete 
obedience to the father. 
The* Japane se words that describe 
th** system are in themselves refer­ 
ences to the family.

the* "oyabun,” which literally means 
“parent 
function." 
Th** 
follower 
is the "kobun,” or, literally, "c hild 
func tion " 
The* notorious Black Dragon So­ 
ciety was mere ly an organization of 
oyahun. It also was merely a small 
part of the overall picture, 
The Ducts of control ar** vertical 
and start from the very bottom of 
Japanese society and run to some­ 
place very close to the extreme top 
Mac Arthur’s investigators don’t 
know yet how far up the lines of 
control run. 
They dont* know whether there 
is a single man or a single group of 
men directing the .entire system in 
such a way as to nullify American 
objectives, or 
whether there ar** 
several lines of control leading to 
several different "top bosses" work­ 
ing independently.

Where that place is Americans 
do not know. Neither do more than 
a handful of Japanese and Ameri­ 
cans don't yet know who those Jap­ 
anese are, 
MacArthur’* government section 
has a favorite example 
Hutoyama 
who was purged in May of 1946. Af­ 
ter lie* was purged Matoyama boast­ 
ed he would be prime minister of 
Japan within a year after the occu­ 
pation ended. 
Government section has circ um­ 
stantial evidence that Hatoyama is 
the "oyabun" who controls Japan's 
two major conservative parties, the 
liberals and democ rats. 
More important government se c­ 
tion also has strong evidence which 
tends to show that Ilatoyani i also 
controls a major element within the* 
apparently opposing soc ial demo­ 
cratic* party.
